WASHINGTON UPI — John 
W. Dean 111, President Nixon’s 
chief accuser in the W atergate 
scandals, was sentenced today 
to one to four years in prison for 
conspiracy in the cover-up.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - U.S. 
District Court Judge John J. 
Sirica 
is 
ready 
to 
impose 
sentence on star 
Watergate 
witness John W. Dean III —but 
he is faced with the dilemma of 
a defendant and a prosecutor 
who think he should wait just a 
while longer. 
Sirica scheduled sentencing 
today for Dean, the blond, 35- 
year old former White House 
counsel 
who 
has 
become 
President 
Nixon’s 
chief 
ac­ 
cuser. 
But 
Dean’s 
lawyers 
have 
asked him to delay it in case 
the White House tapes show 
Dean was not a major part of 
the cover-up conspiracy after 
all. 
Imrneditely after Sirica an ­ 
nounced on Tuesday he would 
sentence Dean today, Dean’s 
lawyers asked for a postpone­ 
ment until they —or at least the 
judge —had a chance to review 
64 secret White House tapes the 
Supreme Court 
has ordered 
Nixon to surrender for 
the 
cover'up trial to begin Sept. 9. 
And Special Prosecutor Leon 
Jaworski 
agrees 
sentencing 
should be delayed at least until 
a jury is chosen and sequest­ 
ered in the cover-up trial next 
month. 
Sirica. who accepted .Dean’s 
guilty plea to a single count of 
conspiracy to'obstrust justice 
last fall, planned to hear oral 
arguments on the request for a 
postponement this morning and 
then decide 
whether 
to 
go 
ahead with the sentencing as 
planned 
Dean, one of the first to 
confess to the plot to hush up 
the bugging scandal and the 
only 
defendant 
thus 
far 
to 
accuse Nixon himself in the 
conspiracy, faces a maximum 
penalty of five years in prison 
and $10,000 in fines. 
He already has been dis­ 
barred in Virginia for his felony 
conviction, thus effectively end 
ing his legal career... 
Dean 
pleaded 
guilty 
and 
agreed to be a prosecution 
witness last Oct. 19 —the final 
achievement of Archibald Cox. 
before he was fired the next 
day 
as 
Watergate 
special 
prosecutor.

has 
agreed to relinquish his office if 
his appeal proves fruitless. 
Appearing calm and even 
smiling slightly for cameras, 
Reinecke 
read 
a 
53-word 
statement to reporters outside 
his Capitol office Thursday, 
declaring he would resign once 
a sentence is imposed. Until 
then, Reinecke said, he will 
stay put... 
His decision cam e in spite of 
a 
warning 
from 
California 
Attorney 
General 
Evelle 
J. 
Younger that Reinecke’s every 
act 
th reaten ed 
to 
bring 
“traum a” to the state as long 
as he remained in office. 


Gov. Ronald Reagan mean 
while mounted a 
full scale 
search for a replacement. 


Press .Secretary Clyde Wal­ 
thall said Reagan was actively 
calling R epublicans and had 
“ talked to many, many peo 
pie.” Any replacement would 
serve until the end of Reineckets 
term, Jan. 6. 


Sentencing on 
the 
federal 
charge is scheduled for Aug. 30, 
but 
Reinecke 
asked 
for 
a 
postponement. 


Actually, once sentence is 
passed the lieutenant, governor 
has no choice but to step down, 
according to an official opinion 
issued by Younger, a. fellow 
Republican 


The “instant” a sentence is 


announced, Younger said, “the 
lieutenant governor is out of 
office and nothing that may 
happen thereafter will restore 
him to office.” 


That means if Reinecke is 
ousted and his conviction later 
overturned, he could not return 
to the $35,000 a year post. 


Aides said Reinecke could 
challenge the attorney general’s 
opinion, but he will not. The 
California Constitution specifi­ 
cally forbids perjurers from 
holding office. 


Etesid.es the formal opinion,

sent 
a 
letter 
to 
Reinecke warning that every 
significant official act he takes 
would 
be 
the 
subject 
of 
lawsuits. 


“As long as you remain in 
office, the State of California is 
going to have problems and 
they’re going to be long, drawn 
out and traum atic,” Younger 
said.

Reinecke guilty 
Saturday of lying to a Senate 
committee in 1.972 during an 
investigation of the ITT anti 
trust affair

Congressman David Dennis, who has set on the 
crucifixion delegation in Washington and stood alone 
much of the time for Richard Nixon, has directed a news 
release to his constituents which I feel is worth more than 
the usual amount of attention. Dennis, who has been most 
fair in his appraisal of the evidence given before the 
com m ittee, and has heard the partisan, relentless 
pounding by those who would bring down the government, 
is one who knows exactly what is going on. He knows, as 
do a great many others, that this whole business is a new 
process in “ Democratic” government — “If you can’t win 
at the polls, do it after the election, any way you can.” 
This is the new philosophy. 
Here is part of What Congressman Dennis had to say, 
and 1 commend him for it: 
"I believe I have spent as much time in courtrooms 
defending the underdog as any man or woman on this 
committee and I have done it enforcing their civil rights, 
too, where it counted and I have done it when every m an's 
hand in the establishment was aginist my client and when 
every public organ was crying loud for his blood. So that 
situation is nothing new to me at all, 
“ But I never expected to find myself in a si mi liar 
situation where the President of the United States was 
concerned and, now that I have, I simply want to say that 
it is my 'belief and opinion and my sincere opinion and 
belief that the President of the United States has exactly 
the same rights and I will stand up for them exactly the 
same way as did those humble citizens I used to 
represent.” 
Dennis contends — as does Indiana Attorney General 
Theodore Sendak, that call for the White House tapes and 
documents was out of order, and infringes on the civil 
rights 'Of the President, No court in the land can force 
production of self-incriminating evidence. Every lawyer 
knows this. 
It is too bad the American people have to stand by and 
pay tax money for the shameful shenanigans going on in 
the Nation’s Capital. 
The evil forces in Washington which supported Hanoi 
during the Asian conflict are still very much alive—and 
what is going on there now is terrifying testimony of its 
strength.

It’s fair time in Indiana, with 
many local events leading up to 
the State Fair in mid August. 
In early days, such local 
events gave farmers an op­ 
portunity 
to 
display 
their 
products, and to engage in 
friendly com pet i ti on. liar ness, 
racing was an integral part of 
every Fair, with Indiana known 
as the capitel of trotters and 
pacers. The racing industry has 
moved from the state, following 
the sun and more permissive 
atmosphere allowing betting to 
increase purse size. 
The 1973 General Assembly 
took the first step to restore 
some of the grandeur to harness 
racing, creating a 
Standard 
Bred 
Association 
and 
a p ­ 
propriating a token sum to 
match local purses. Still in 
infancy, the program has made 
some progress. 
The calendar of events issued 
by Lieutenant Governor Robert 
D. Orr lists only eleven fairs 
with harness racing events in 
the state, all concentrated 
between July 2 and August 24. 
Included in the number is the 
State Fair, with three days of 
race events. Prominent in the 
schedule are the Shelby County 
Fair at Shelbyville, and the 
Harrison 
County 
Fair 
at 
Corydon. 
Hamilton County, home of one 
of Indiana’s largest horse 
farm s, 
is 
not 
listed. 
The 
Cory don event is the oldest fair 
in the state, celebrating its 115th 
year. It has become the center 
of harness racing, and expects 
to grow. State money has helped 
in the three-day race program, 
which will pay larger purses 
than before. 
A reason made me stop to 
obtain a 
new copy 
of the 
Calendar of events. In a recent 
column, I had commented upon 
the ever increasing popularity 
of local festivals, built around 
local attractions, as a means of 
attracting tourists. Pointing out 
■Southern Indiana has led, in such 
events, I said: 
“ Northern 
Indiana has many features 
which should be subjects for 
festivals... Growing blueberries 
is a little known industry, used 
for muffins, syrup, ice cream 


and pancakes. Some 400,000 
pounds of peppermint and 
spearmint oil makes Indiana

in 
production. 
Why 
no 
festivals?” 
The ink had hardly dried 
before I was inundated with 
m ail 
from 
residents 
of 
Plymouth, 
Indiana 
Marshall 
County 
holds a 
Blueberry 
Festival over the Labor Day 
Weekend, now in its eighth year. 
I even received a program for 
the 1974 event which will be held 
August 31st through September 
.2nd. 
Listing 
many 
interesting 
events, the program fails to 
mention "blueberries” or treats 
featuring the local product. I 
have sent a copy to the Indiana 
Department of Tourism with a 
request, it be included in future 
schedules, and plan to attend. 
The blueberry harvest has 
started in Indiana, with the 
berries at the peak July and 
August. Grown on bushes in 
sandy, acid soil or peaty earth, 
the white or pink blossoms 
cannot stand frost after the 
growth starts. Only about 2,500 
acres are under blueberry 
cultivation in the United States, 
requiring abundant moisture. 
Bushes are grown in well-kept 
bogs, with grass between the 
rows regularly mowed. The late 
frosts during the last three 
springs have been hard on the 
lily of the valley type blossoms, 
and threatened the harvest of 
the frosty blue berries. 
Many fields are installing 
irrigation to combat both late 
frosts and long dry 
spells. 
Some 
featu re 
"pick 
them 
yourself” at a cost of about 35 
cents per pound. The berries are 
low in cholestrol and have no 
waste. 
Plymouth school children took 
me to task last year for lack of 
support, in their efforts to have 
the firefly named the official 
state insect, a recent trend in 
many states. I am now one of 
the staunchest supporters of the 
project, and wonder if adoption 
would give legal protection to 
the wonderous insect.

The Epistle to the Colossians, 
of which we begin a study today, 
is most notable for the vivid 
picture it gives of Christ as Lord 
of the universe, yet through 
perfect love offering salvation 
to mankind. The reason for this 
particular presentation is an 
attempt by the author to stop the 
infiltration of mystical, cultic 
notions 
into 
the 
Colossian 
church which were corrupting 
the Christianity of the gospels 
Some Biblical scholars think 
that the letter was not written 
by 
Paul despite the use of his 
name because its theology and 
literary styles differs somewhat 
from the style and theology of

Thr I itv of t olosae 
Colossae lay about too miles 
east of Ephesus in Asia Minor It 
has been one of the great cities 
of the early Greek world, but 
smaller in size in Paul's day, its 


glory had departed Today there 
is not a single stone to mark its 
location The Hellenistic* ruler,

transported thousands of Jew s 
from 
Mesopotamia 
into

region around 
it

years before the epistle was 
written, 
and

cults 
The letter to the Colossians 
was not the first effort by Paul 
to 
protect 
Christianity 
from 
infiltration by pagan beliefs As 
yet 
Ifiem 
was 
no generally 
accepted body of orthodox 
Christian doctrine 
The basic 
Christian principles which we 
associate 
with 
the 
Apostles 
Creed 
onlv 
moved 
toward 


universal acceptance after the 
Council of Nicene of 325 A D 
and were still in competition 
with the heresy of Arianism as 
] late as the ninth century. Most 
C h ristian 
converts 
from 
paganism felt it only natural to 
Í merge their old beliefs into the 
new, just as early converts to 
Judaism carried the Jew ish law 
and traditions into Christianity. 
Mystery Cults

cults

C h ristian 
period 
But 
all 
represented an attempt to ex 
plain the operation of the 
universe and m an’s role in it 
Most 
postulated 
a 
single 
supreme 
god.

people of the Hellenistic world 
though 
in 
terms of 
secular 
monarchies, they assumed that 
this god had to have helpers in 
running the universe in the form 
of spirits or angels of various 
powers 
Together 
with 
the 
supreme god they made up w hat 
might 
fie 
called 
the 
in 
frastrueture of the universe, the 
unseen, supernatural portion of 
it Tht •so cults also had! a moral 
dim ension 
in 
that 
they 
recognized good and evil as 
forces in the universe, but the 
cultists 
never 
deduced 
from 
these qualities anything like a 
moral 
system 
applicable 
to 
everyday living 
Fro m 
the 
letter 
to 
the 
Colossians we cannot lie sure 
just what specific imports into 
C h ristia n ity 
the 
church 
members had made, but from 
oblique references by the writer 
it 
seem s 
that 
they 
w ere 
elem ents of a supernatural 
system sim ilar to that described 
above 
In 
order 
to 
purge 
Christianity of these fantasies 
the writer insists that Christ is 
supreme and able to govern the 
universe alone 
Moreover, he 
freely bestows blessings and 


giants 
salvation 
d ire ctly 
without 
in term ed iaries and 
without intercession by cultic 
rites and observances

speaks of the faith as “ bearing 
fruit and increasing." Although 
plagued 
by 
heresies, 
Christianity was on the march. 
The writer felt that those were 
great days in which to be alive. 
He rejoiced that he and the 
Colossians were entering a new 
order of things “ bearing fruit in 
ev ery 
good 
work, 
and 
in ­ 
creasing in fuller knowledge of 
God “
